Shall We Call Them Traitors? 


We are publishing some statistics on the late primary 


vote. There were 282,326 votes cast in Los Angeles county. 
A lot of votes you say. Yes, a lot of votes, but when you 
remember that there were more than 600,000 voters register- 
ed and less than half of them, went to the polls, we are not 
so pro'ud. 


It is getting to be a serious question as to what will be 


done to that large class of people who refuse to go to the polls. 


The right to self government was brought about by the

Friends Meet 


Fred T. Beaty 


at Banquet 


Fred* T. Bonty of Montebollo, can- 


didate for suervisor in the first dis- 
trict, met his Covina friends in the 
dining room of iho Stone Lantern 
Cafe on Wednesday evening, deliver- 
ing what was practically the closing 
speech of one of the most spectacular 
political campaigns ever held in this 
county. His friends gathered .on this' 
occasion at the request of Hal Cook 
and F. E. Dudderar, who have been 
caring for Mr. Beaty 's interest in the 
Covina disitrict. 


Durinsr the course of his address, 


Mr. Beaty said in part:

The matter of contracting for a 


year's supply of such material as 
crushed rock or other material, is 
not new or peculiar to county busi- 
ness, but is a method employed by 
all large concerns and corporations, 
as .it is well understood in business 
that large orders tend to lower prices, 
and the contracting for a year's sup- 
ply protects the buyer from increas- 
es in price, or fluctuations. The Un- 
ion Bock company enters into a con- 
tract every year, for example, with, 
oil companies to supply fuel oil to 
the company for a year, and our 
company is thus protected against an 
increase in price. 


Mr. Cogswell's mis-statement con- 


cerning .the Union Bock company's 
offer as above outlined is probably
